THe TREATY BETWEEN CHINA | 
AND PORTUGAL. 

The negotiations of the Portajruer2-Chinesa , 
Treaty’ commenced in Macao in the month of 
August, 1886, botwoon Sir Robert. Hart end | 
H.-B. Senhor Thomas do:Souza Koza, the Go- 
yernor of Macao, and afterwards transferred to 
‘Lisbon, where, on the 26th March, 1887, a Pro- 
tovol of fony articles was signed by Henrique 
Barros Gomez, Ministér and Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs of Portugal, and James 
Duncan, Campbell, us representative of Chins 
duly .authorized by an Imperial Veoree. The 
four artioles.ofthe Protocol are as fullows :— 

“ARrione lst—-A treaty, of friendship and - 
commeros sith most-favoured-nation clause will 
‘be congluded and signed at Peking. 

AgricLe 2ND.—China confirms perpetual oc- 
eupation and government of Macao and its de- 
pendousies by Portugal like any other Portu- 
gueso possession, i ;

The Traaty was signed at Peking on the lst 
day of Decambur, 1887, and consists of fifty-four 
articles.
